Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the sidewalls depending from the 
attachment means must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency.

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
attachment means as an outer circumference and including a ridge as described in the 
specification (page 5). Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
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abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d).

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. It is unclear how sidewalls depend from the attachment means. If the 
attachment means is a "downward oriented annular channel" (see page 5, line 1), what structure 
represents the sidewalls? If it is a "ridge" on an outer circumference of the lid, what structure 
represents the sidewalls? 
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5. Claims 1-24 are rejected "under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The stucutre of the lid is not clearly set forth in the calims. 

• There appears to be only one side wall depening from the attachment means. 
Does applicant intend that only a portion of the structre showl in the figues is the 
attachment means and that the other portions intgreal with adnd extending from 
that are sidewalls? 

• The top and bottom poriton of the lid is not clearly delinieated. 

• Is the lid shelid top the same as the lid shiled top surface? lid shelid bottom the 
same as the lid shiled bottom surface? If not, what differneciates the lid top from 
the lid shiled top and the lid bottom from the lid shiled bottom? 

• In claim 20, how does the attachment means "further" comprise a downward 
facing annular channel? The speciation sets forth the attacmentment is an 
annular channel. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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7. Claims 1 ,2, and 21-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brun, Jr. 
(US 5,601 ,203). To the degree the claims are understandable in view of the rejections under 35 
USC 112 above, figure 10 depicts attacmenment tmeans, figure 9 depicts the lid cover rotablly 
attachbel to the lid cover 30 in figures 10. Any of the caviatioes 40-44 are vent cavities. 

8. Claims 1-4,20-22, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticiapted by 
Dike (US 3,104,039). To the degree the claims are understandable in view of the rejections 

^under 35 USC 112 above, figures 1 1 and 12 depeict a convienr lid 93 and a roatably attached 
lid cover 94 each having a dispensing cavity and a venting cavity. 

9. Claims 1-3 and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticiapted by Gallo, 
Jr. et al. (US 2004/0079765). To the degree the claims are understandable in view of the 
rejections under 35 USC 112 above, Gallo teaches a lid and lid cover as claimed in figure 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 4-1 9 appear would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 1st and 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
